|THE QUESTION OF UNION 


DISCUSSED BY THB -SOUTHERN 
PRESBYTERIAN ASSEMBLY. 


Dr. &mcot, of Texas, Speaks to the Minority Report 
Agsinst Organic Union in a Lengthy Argumsat 
- Reasons Why*the Churches Snouid 
Remain as They Are Now. 


Sy. Lovis, May 24.--In the Southern Pres- 
byterian arsembly the question of Bethe! 
churches and their organization being under 
discussion, it was finally decided that no church 
constituted as Bethel church, has the right of 
representation in a presbytery and that an elder 
in one charch could not at the same time bean 
elder of another charch. 

The committee on seminaries submittel a re 
pcrt covering the affairs of several seminaries 
also institutes for training colored ministers. 
The number of students in the latter was filty 
five and it was the belief that the money used 
in training and educating colored teachers was 
well bestowed. The Columbia seminary had 
been closed for a year past, bat it has been do- 
cided to reopen it next September. This sem- 


-ipary bas an endowment of $280,000 and its fu 


ture was believed to be very bright. 

The committee on publication reported that a 
debt of $85,000 had been paid off or provided for, 
and that it now has assets over liabilitie of $64,- 
000, In view of this promising fact, and it was 
crdered that colportage be started ina presby- 
tery where it dces not nowexist. The judicial 
committee made a supplemental report of Rev. 
Robinson, of North Carolina. An appesl from 
the synod of that state recommends that the 
case be tried, and Rey. W. H. Davis and P. H. 
Hoge were named to represent the appellee. 

The committee on bills and overturas re- 
ported on overtures from Harmony and South 
Carolina presbyteries, touching the acts of the 
last assembly on evolution and the power of 
the general assembly over theological semina- 
riesand their instructors. The answer was 
that the assembly decline to formulate any 
detailed examination of the acts of the last 
asse mbly, as any statement, however expressed, 
could only be regarded as new deliverances on 
the same subject, which the assembly do not 
feel called upon to make. This was an answer 
formulated by a majority of the committee. 
The minority also presented a report which 
dealt primarily with the jurisdiction of the 
different church courts and the manner in 
which matters can be brought before the gen- 
erslassembly. It says: 

Respecting the further question of the South Caro- 
lina presbytery, touching the mode of creation, as 
defined by the last assembly, we recommend this 
assempbly to answer thatthe scriptures clearly re- 
veal that in the highest sense Godis the Creator of 
ali things, and consequently of Adam, body and 
sou). Both the scriptures and our confession of 
faith teach that this body was formed of dust of 
ihe ground—whether mediate or immediate, but 
the inscrulable mode God hath not revealed, and 
this assembly holds that it is not givento the 
church to pronounce definitely as tothe mode by 
Ww aan and the timein which the Creator chose to 
werk.” 

The réport was docketed: for fature consid- 
eration. 

At 10:30a. m. the organic union or co-opera- 
tion of the two great churches came up for 
congideration, Kicy, W. H. Park, author of 
minimum minority report, aitex a slight modi- 

fication of the minority repoit, signed that re- 
port, and withdrew hisown. Rev. W. RB. Cop- 
pidge, of Montgomery, Va., offered a substi- 
tute for the minority report, recOmmending 
harmony, but not union orco-operation. Dr. 
R. K, Smoot, of Texas, chairman of tho apeci+! 
committee, and representative cf tie minority 
side of the question, then took the floor and 
meade a long speech agafnst union and co-oper- 
ation. He attacked the msjoriiy report, first, 
as to its claims that a majority of the presby- 
teries overtuiring the assembly were in favor 
cfa closer relation. He said: 

There is not an unanimous sentiment in any one 
of three syneds—Missouri, Arkansas and Alabama 
—treferred to by the majorityin favor of organic 
union. The presumption was that the views of a 
msjcrily of the presbyteries placed them in oppo- 
sition to union. There is not a demand in tae 
church for the opening of the question. The 
church was not to follow in the wake of any politi- 
Cal Or Lusiness moyementin this country. They 
ssy the warisover. Politicians, north and south, 
are fixing up their difficulties, but where is the 
connection? Thisis nota warchurch. This isnot 
& secession church. We hold that any man, 
Lo matter whether ne was born 
in Maine or Texas, can be 
tekenin‘o the fellowship of our church. If we 
were united with the northern church, every time 
we met there would be argument and dissension 
aud alienation. Ours is not asouthern church, but 
a church that differs from the Presbyterian church 
of the United States, in interpretation of our com- 
mon stendards. The church and state are not 
united. Itis said that we fellows are pestilerous 
old agitators, because we will not unite with the 
— churcb, now that politieal differences are 
settled. 

It is said the war is over. Well, you have read of 
earthquakes, which, after they have passed, have 
left fissures in the plains and the granite moun- 
tains. The fissures in the plains can be filled 
up, butit will remain in the mountains—which 
represents pripciple—as long as the mountains 
stand. i mean no discourtesy to any gentleman, 
but almost all those preachers who have goue back 
into the northern church, were the most rabid du- 
ringthe war. It took two men to hold them some- 
times, when the northern church was spoken of. 
(juiet*men stayed the longest, and only went out 
when the had to. They have not gone back. 
When they general assembly met in Columbus, 
Miss., in 1874 or 1575, there was 50 
much talk about re-uniting that 
comimitiee -said to the committee 
the northern assembly that if they would say that 
the political differences that caused the split were 
aerreergeneens times of great excitement, the com- 
mittee would recommend the consolidation. The 
rorthe:n committee would uot say that and there 
thematter rested. But you established fraternal rela 
tions in 1882. Yes, and the northern assem)! 
agreed to such establishment with the understand- 
ing that they receded from noprinciple. Tnentwo 
erapite pillows were erected without a ridge at the 
lop or a bridge at the bottom, presenting the two 
churches, showing where they stood and that they 
stood far apart.” : 

Tbe speaker reviewed the various actions of 
the northern assembly toward the unitiog of 
the churches and then, referring again to the 
najority report, he thought the declaration of 
basses of union disrespectful to the northern 
ascembly, and said they have too much honesty 
end principle to accept those conditions. He 
advised the abandonment of the position we 
had heard of to the effect that the northern 
church would not accede to the conditions, but 
having proposed it, the southern charch would 
bave the advantage in the public mind, 

If you love your northern brethren as you 
say you do, don’t put them in that position. 

He told of the Roman general who after a 
battle, having been congratulated on his victory, 
said: “One more such victory, friends, and we 
sre urdone.”’ The church of God should not 
play the politician and ought not to trick an- 
other and this church ought to be to grand 
and Christ-like to resort to any such methods.

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SATURDAY AS PAY-DAY. 


The Demand That Caused the Trouble in 
'® Chicago. 

Cu1caGo, May 24.—Members of the exec- 
tive board of the National Association of Baild- 
ers left for their homes this evening, after 
iesuing an address long enough to fill two col- 
umns of a newspaper. The document is di- 
rected to the Builders and Traders’ exchange 
of Chicego, to all affiliated bodies of the Na- 
tional Association of Boilders and tothe gen- 
eral public. An entirely new method of dea!l- 
ing with the workmen is evolved anda course 
of wholessle lockonts is advocated. 
At the outset of the address, the complete ces- 
sation of work in allthe building trades of 
Chicago, as an answerto the bricklayers de- 
mand fora Saturday pay-day, is fally indorsed 
by the board. The question of a Saturday pay- 
dey is stated to have been inconsequential in 
itself and easily settled, had it not besn pre- 
ceded by alopg series of usurpation by the 
trades-union. After commending to contrac- 
tors in other cities the conrse pursued by the 
Chicago builders, the board proceeds to enu- 
merate the “encroachments” that must be re- 
conquered by the employersat all hazards. 
First, is the concession by which unions are 
able to prevexnt a workman, not a member of 
the union, from obtaining work. This board 
declares it the zeal meaning of the rale that 
union mem hail not work with non- 
union men andjBays the board, it amounts to 
a conspi racy against the rights of the individ- 
val, Other “encroachments” are the arbitrary 
powers exereised by the walking delegates, the 


restriction ofthe number of apprentices and 


the requirementthat foremen shall be mem: 
bers of the workmen’s union. 

“Better,” says the address, “that not another 
brick be leid or another nail driven in Chicago 
for a year than that this opportunity be lost to 
regain these rights for employes.” All 
branches of the National Builders’ association 
are then ad to assume the same attitude 
as their Chicago brethren in the event of an 
issue being forced upon them, The address 
closes by suggesting that every builders’ ex- 
change throughout the country adopt the fol- 
lowing: 

To encourage all workmen who wish to have an 
opyortunity to freely work untrammelled by the 
ma p<! requirements of ag ge associations 
and be protected in their work, it will be wise to 
create and establish at once a bureau of record in 
connection; with this association, where any and 
all workmen may put themseiveson record as as- 
senting to the principles of individual liberty an- 
nounced in Chicago, and by and through which 
the workmen 80 assenting will be kept at work 
and protected in it in preference to those'who deny 
these principles. 

Let steps be taken, after a certain time given, to 
or e honest purpose, good character, skill 
and ability of a workman, to make him a member 
of the association, thus instituting for the first 
time an union between employer and employe, 
their interests aeodered as common, as they per- 
sonally should be. We believe this would be a 
step in the right direction, andthe dawn ofa day 
when two branches of workmen will not be array- 
ed against each other, but will consider and act 
concert for their mutual interest. 


OUTRAGES BY STRIKERS, 


Belgian Miners Blow Up Dwellings of Mine 
Managers, 

BRUSSELS, May 24.—Many of the men on 
strike in the mining districts of Belgium pos- 
sets armas and explosives. Many outrage have 
been committed by the use of the Jatter, in- 
cluding the destruction of machinery aud thc 
blowing up of the abodes of managers of the 
mines. Several arresta have been made in con- 
nection with the outrages. AtCronfesta an at- 
tempt has been made to destroy a railway 
bridge with explosives, A riot has occuried at 
Vanxsoux, Cheuremont, arising from the 
strixers compelling the German colliers to stop 
work in the mines, A number of arrests were 
also made there.

THE FLURRY IN FRANCE

CABINET. 


Monsieur Ficquet Atked to Form a New Ministry— 
Conjectures as to How it Will Stand—The Brit- 
ish Parliament to Rush the VJGoercion 
Bill fhrough After the Hecess. 


PARIS, May 24.—In view of the failare of all 
efforts to effect a settlement of the minister- 
ial question, President Grevy has recalled 
Floquet and ‘appealed to his patriotism for a 
cabinet. Floquet asked for twenty-four hoars 
to consider the matter. 

M. 'Floquet conferred today with Tockroy, 
M, Granet, Boulanger and Berthelot. If Flo- 
quet accept; the task of forming a ministry he 
will assume the office of minister of tho inter- 
ior; Rouvier will be miniater of finance and 
Flourens will be urged to retain the foreign 
portfolio. The radicals will support Goblet 
for president of the chamber of deputies if 
Floquet becomes premier. Floquet was in 
confererce with Boulanger this evening. The 
turn affairs have taken is considered a victory 
for Boulanger. 

La France ssysthat Etinne will be minister 
of works; Sans-Lerory or Vi minister of 
sgriculture; Boysset minister of justice; Ad- 
miral Auber of admiralty; Bourgois minister 
of marine, Bouree minister of foreign affairs, 
The appointment of Bouree, however, says La 
France, is tobe made only in the event of 
Flourens finally declining the foreign port- 
folio. The opportunists, the paper adds, do 
not favor the proposed cabinet, while radicals 
and menibers of the extreme left support it. 


PRUSSIA AND THE POPE. 


Refers to Religious Peace 
With Prussia. 

Rome, May 24.—The pope in an allocution 
yesterday referred to religious peace with 
Prussia, which the pope said he had made every 


effort to attain, The pops eaid: 

We felt more concerned at the evils of this reli. 
gious struggle with Prussia and as wewere unable to 
remedy them by striving alone, owing to obstacles 
which impeded our power, we invoked the co-op- 
elation of German bishops and Catholic deputies 
in the Prussian diet, from whose constancy and 
concord the church derived great fruits and ex- 
pects still greater. Thanks to the equitable andipa- 
cific sentiments of Emperor William and his coun- 
sellors, the Prussian government removed more se- 
rious inconveniences and then accepted various 

ractical concessions of peace by which some of the 
ormer laws against the church have been repealed 
and others mitigated, Somethingremains, but we 
must rejoice at what we have obtained and above 
all in regard tothe free action of the pope in the 
government of the church in Prussia. We do not 
despair yet of obtaining the best results in other 
parts of Germany, notably in Hesse-Darmstadt. 
God grant that whois particularly dear to us may 
share the spirit of peace with which we are ani- 
mated toward all nations,

In regard to the 
charges made in the article abont want of man- 
agement and disciplino, a prominent eet 
stated today that the chancellor was alone res« 
ponsible for the discipline of the university. 
It is generally thought that the chancellor 
wishes to be fully understood, for in the matter 
of taking back the duelists he was reported ta 
have said that he acted on his own motion, 
and wasentirely responsible for the course 
purened. is would seem to relieve the 
faculty ofthe matter. “It is unfair,” remarked 
a well known citizen today, “to institute a 
comparison between the discipline of the‘univer- 
sity and at Emory of Mercer. In both 
of the sectarian colleges the course pursued iz 
entirely different from that atthe university. 
An institution pretending to the dignity of a 
aniversity does not look after its students in 
the matter of dancing and polite bshavior. 
University discipline does not take cognizance 
of such matters, and itisabsurd to say that 
the University of Georgia is an unfit place for 
boys and young m:n simply because the stu- 
dents have german clubs. The opinion here 
amorg all classes is that while the students oc- 
casionally make bad breaks, they are as a class 
far better behaved than they were fifteen and 
twenty years ago, and it is generally 
believed that notwithstanding the different 
system employed, the behavior of the young 
men will compare favorably with the condact 
of the Emory or Mercer students. The truth 
of the matter is that the university students 
from time immemorial have been just what 
they are today. Lively, high-spirited, generous 
young fellows, prone occasionally to fly off at 
the bandle, and, discipline or no discipline, are 
sure to do a certain amouut of wickedness 
every year. This is true not only of the stu- 
dents at Athens, but of students in every col- 
lege towninthe country. .

The Singular Career of a Remarkable A..n 
From Hall County.

- ones. Cannot our churches also come heart to 

eart. 

5. Southern ministers are being called north. In 
a radius of afew miles there are in and around 
Philacelphia eighteen young southern Presbyte- 
rian ministers occupying pastorates. They are 
also strung all along the border line. We are thus 
constantly losing. We would not, if we could, pre 
vent these men from following their convictions 
of duty, but by strange prejudice, resulting alone 
from separate existence, we do not get anything 
back. The writer can secure a number of fine 
northern preachers to come south, but where could 
they be located pleasantiy and usefully? 

6. Reunion is bound to come, simply b3cause onr 
principles arethe same, and with all respect it 
may be said, that it loogs like frittering away a 
life long influence andfgiant opportunities by” 'g- 
noring the inevitable, which seems so plainly upon 
us by the leadings of Providence. 

7. From personal observation it is evident that 
the northern Presbyteriansare ready to pronounce 
fully for the non-political and purely spiritual 
charecter of the church, as see deliverance of 1884, 

8 There is no small danger of the colored and 
white presbyteries being forced together. Sober 
judgment north will prevail as it does in every de- 
partment of interest. Some of their best men al. 
ready advocate separate presbyteries. We, too, 
havesome colored ministers south, and in answer- 
ing the question. What will be done it their num- 
bers increase? an answer would be furnished to 
the reuntted church. Two good strong commit- 
tees appointed by the next assemblies, would find 
a safe way out of all practical difficulties. At all 
events, it is time to get scared when we find that 
the northern church are desirous to impose obnox- 
icus things ppon us. 

%. The churches generally will be for reunion. 
Wil] our leaders threaten disruption? God knows 
I love the most prominent of them as my own 
fathers in the church. I would bear with them: 
would deal only in love and tenderness, and would 
honor their views. But when it isasked them, and 
all of us, ‘‘Lovest thou me?’ what can the answer 
be? Will they pull’ away a few churches for, at 
most, their lifetime? Here is where the heart feels 
so deeply because loving so tenderly, for they are 
gcod men and rue, full of zeal for the kingdom and 
Jove for the truth. 

10. Finally, the southern church has not a sylla- 
ble of guaranty against political deliverances out- 
tide of her constitution, which the northern assem- 
bly does not possess as well, We are certainly no 
safer in this respect than the other side. If we 
stand under the shelter of the constitution, so will 
they; and outside each has as much danger and as 
much safety as the other.

HELD FOR MURDER, 


A Young White Man Kills a Negro Near 
Savannah. 

SAVANNAH, Ga, May 24.—fSpocial]—A 
colcred man of the name of Sherman Bacon 
was ehot yesterday by William Prenty, a 
white manfin Charles Umbach’s store, three 
miles from the city, on the Lonisville road 
Bacon wasnot thought to be seriously hurt, 
but his wound proved fatal and he died this 
morning. The coroner held an inquest. All 
of the witnesses were colored. Tne first one 
sworn was Jake Wood, who testified that he 
was standing in thedoor when Sherman en- 
tered. “I called for halfa pint of whisky aad 
then for a little beer, and Prenty gave it 
to me,” said the witness, “A fterwaris 
Prenty &sked Sherman for a _ cigir 
saying: “I treated to beer, now you must trest 
to the cigars.” While I was drinking my bser 
Sherman stepped away from the counter. Taea 
Prenty grabbed up the gun, which was cocked, 
and aimed it at my head. I jumped back and 
the gun went off, shooting Bacon in the 
stomech. Neither Sherman nor [I hid any 
words with Prenty. Afterthe shooting stew § 
threw the gun on the counter and ran to cate 
a horse, saying that he was going for a doctor, 
He did not look excited or much flarried about 
what he had done. I did not hear him say 
anything about Saturday night—as we had no 
trouble then or atany other time. The shot 
struck the water cooler, went through it and 
stzuck Sherman. 

James Houston corroborated the testimony 
abeut the drinking just before tae shooting, 
ard sdded., that when Wood knocked 
the gun up, Prenty pulled the trigger. Then 
he eaid, “let me get the doctor,’ and he went 
upstairs to change his clothes. This witness 
further testified that “Prenty told me in the 
morzing that he would kill some of these ne- 
gives before he left here.” Houston sail 
in conclusion that he was with Bacou when he 
died, and that the dying man said nothing ex- 
cept, “Lord, have mercy on my soul.” The 
jury was out half an hour and finally re- 
turned a verdict which read a3 follows: “We, 
the jury, find that Sherman Bacon came to his 
death from a gun shot wound, caused by a 
double-barrejled gun in the hands of William 
Joseph Prenty, and we find it wilfal marder.” 

A commitment was made ont for Prenty and 
he will be keptin jail for the action of the 
grand jury. Heisa young man, and declares 
that he had nointention of killing any ona. 
Bacon was 20 years old. .

The appearance of yellow fever in Key 
West thus early in the season onght to be 
the mesns of stimulating communities that 
are in danger of infection to set their houses 
in o:der. There seems to be no doubt of the 
tristworthiness of the information, which 
comes by way of Jacksonville, to the effect 
that there have been two deaths at Key 
West trom this disease. Naturally there is 
® panic on the island, and many of the in- 
habitants are making arrangements to leave. 

The fever bas made its appearance very 
early in the season, and if it should become 
epidemic it will have many weary months

to ron. It has frequently 
the past fifty years, that yellow fever has 
made ifs appearance at- Key West, while 
other sections and communities have escaped 
infection. But it is a mysterious disease, 
and those who live im regions where the 
fever germ may be propagated, would do 
well to take advantage of the teachings of 
sanitary science. 

Sanitation, it is well known, is not a rem- 
edy for yellow fever, but, as has been fre- 
quently demonstrated, it is a preveative 
when properly employed. There is a dis- 
pute among the doctors as to whether the 
fever germ is self-renewing or whether it 
must be imported from the tropics—in other 
words whether quarantine is effective. The 
dispute is profitable from a scientific stand- 
point, no doubt, but itis generally conceded 
that a rigid system of sanitation supp'e- 
mented by a rigidly enforced quarantine, is 
sufficient to exempt communities from the 
ravages of the disease. 


Why Ireland Will Not Jabilate. 

Some people think that the Irish people 
should take part in Queen Victoria’s ju ilee. 

l.et us consider the matter seriously. The 
fact that the queen has reigned fifty years 
does not interest the Irish. England has 
made some progress during the last half cea- 
tury, but how is it with Ireland? It is easy 
to answer the question. Mr, Mulhall says 
in his book that the present reign has been 
the most disastrous since that of Elizabeth. 
He shows that 1,225,000 of the Irish died of 
famine; 3,688,000 were evicted, and 4,136, 
000 were driven to seek homes in other 
lands. | 

These figures tell the story. The policy 
of England toward Ireland under Queen 
Victoria has been one of wholesale extermi- 
nation. 

Under the circumstances the Irish do not 
feel hke having anything to do with the 
jnbilee. They do not love their oppressors, 
and they are not prepared to kiss the hand 
that smites them. Leland may be little, but 
she bas as much human nature to the square 
inch as avy other country on the globe.

Three years ago the 
young man died in Rome. His childless 
father, deprived by death of a natural heir, 
determined to give the children of his 
adopted state the benefits of his vast wealth. 

He basappropriated $10,000,000 to start 
the university at Polo Otto, and this sum 
will be supplemented by $10,000,000 more. 
Senator Standford will thus make the grand- 
est contribution ever given to the cause of 
education. Beside it all the other endow- 
ments and donations to the interest of good 
learning appear small. This university at 
ifs birth is richer than the wealthiest of our 
Properly managed it may become 
the best ofthem, for money demands the 
highest talent in the science of education, as 
it does in every other calling.

THE STRIKE OFF, 


The Masons at the Barracks who Struck for 
Higher Wages Going Back to Work. 

The strike at the new barracks has been de- 
clared off, and this morning most of thestrikers 
will cheerfully return to work at the old fiz- 
ures, 

Dr. Howard, the well known contractor of 
this city, has been paying the masons, who are 
doing the brick and stone work at the barracks, 
higher wages than any other contractor in At- 
lanta pays for the same description of work. 
He has been paying them $3 a day. 

Day before yesterday he was in‘ormed 
by his foreman thata numberof the masons 
had refused to goto work, asserting that thoy 
had struck for $350a day and would not per- 
form another day’s work for less. This action 
on tke partof the workmen astonished Dr. 
Howard. Heinstiucted his manager to tell 
the strikers in positive terms and une- 
quivocal Janguage that he would not accede to 
their demands; that he could not afford to pay 
more than he was paying, and ifthe mon 
wished to leave him they woul! have to go. 

The recalcitrant knights of the trowel were 
in turn surprised when this ullimatum was 
given them, and, under tha ad- 
vice of __ their leader, they walked 
cff and came totown. Oaly about one-half of 
the masons joined in the strike, the others coa- 
tinuing work as usual, The strikers loafed 
one day and they got tired of it. They wera 
anziousto return to work, but their lealer 
earnestly strove to dissuade them from going 
back, He told them that the contractor would 
inevitably accede to their demands. Bat the 
men saw how they had been duped by a bad 
adviser, so they met and declared the strike 
off. They spplied to Dr. Howard and laid the 
case before him, expressing their readiness to 
return toaggork at the old wages, 

In t meantime, however, new men had 
made application for work. Bat a number of 
strikers were taken back. This morning the 
full foree of men will be at work. 

Dr. Howard told a reporter last night that 
this is the first strike that has everoccurred 
among men working for him, and hs has been

A RESPITE GRANTED. 

When Smith and the party which had him 
in custody left Atlanta, it was with the belief 
that the accuscd man would surely be hanged 
on Friday next, the day fixed by the sentence 
of the court. An application for a respite of 
sixty days had been made, but nothiog had 
been heard of it. Yesterday afternoon (+ )ver- 
nor Gordon considered this application, and 
decided to grant a respite until June 17, thus 
giving Smith three weeks more of life. In the 
order granting the respite it is stated that 
thisisdone to give the condemned man an 
opportunity to see bis family and make pre- 
parations for the solemn event. 

Unless something occurs to prevent,Smith will 
be hanged on Friday, June 17th. 

Franklin, the cointy seat of Heard county 
and the scene of the hanging, is about twenty 
miles from a railroad, and the theory that the 
officers will have trouble in carrying out the 
sentence of the court finds many believers.

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among the minerals of Georgia, and the south ; but 
it remained for this to prove itself the day of days 
for sights, astonishment and wonders. Here, in 
these verdure-clad mountains of north Georgia, at 
a little station called Stegall, on the Western and 
Atlantic railroad, I have spent ten hours—ten 
hours of wonderment. Perhaps to another less 
enthusiastic mortal fhan I, what I saw would be 
of not such great importance ; though it seems to 
methe most passive, indifferent nature in the 
world would have to stand with mouth agape ard 
blearing eyes, if he but saw, with me, these 
deposits of minerals i must say that the 
other day in Atlanta, when Mr. A. G. 
Dempsey met me and said: “I want to show you 
the wonder of the world.’’ I was not unwilling to 
accept his earnest interest with that sense of allow- 
ance due toan old man, But be all this as it may. 
I came, I saw—and Dempsey conquered. ‘‘Now, 
what have you tosay’’’ he inquired this evening 
when I had finished my tramp over the hills and 
mountains. 

‘Nothing,’ I replied, ‘‘except that I consider 
you a mighty poor talker.’’ 

And the old man sat back in his chair and shook 
his fat sides with laughter for a full minute, and 
then said: 

“O, well! Isimply wanted you to see for your- 
self,’ 

And now say I, ‘‘O, well! 1 have seen.”’ 

People in Atlanta and other cities during a week 
or ten days past have doubtiess noticed some larze 
posters announcing a tale of town lots at Stegall, 
to take place next Tuesday, May 31. Stegall, 
while containing nothing but a depoi, two stores, 
aud a half-dozen houses in sight, is. nevertheless, 
a business center of no small importance, and will 
prpeceay es | grow. It is only forty-five miles from 
Atlanta, and right in the midst of what Iam firm 
in believing is one of the very richest miaeral 
rezions in the world. The town is in Bartow 
county, five miles from Cartersville, and to show 
that there is a big chance here for a growing 
place, I need only state that last month 
the amount of railroad business exceeded 
that of Cartersville by eighty dollars. I could 
stand on tbe depot platform here and blow a horn 
that®would reach the ears of three hundred bread 
winners, who are delving in those hills for iron, 
manganese and other metals. Every day from 
five to ten car loads of brown hematite, manga- 
nese, etc., are shipped to Chattanooga, Rising 
Fawn, Birmingham and other points where furna- 
ces are located, This ore. thousands of tonsof it, 
lies witbin astone’s throw of the depot, and none 
of it is hauledoveramile I took my first walk 
to the top ofa hill about two hundred yards from 
the station, and saw enough iron ore to run a 
hundred ton furnace a year—ore that 
contains from _ forty-five to fifty-five er 
centot pure metallic iron. It costs now, with 
teams, about 70 cents per ton to deliver it on the 
cars, and it sells at $1.50 up to$8a ton to the fur- 
naces. There issomeironore here, and I saw 
some today, from which a horse shoe could be 
hammered as it comes from its long hidden bed in 
the earth, The average. however, will run from 
45 to 65 percent ofiron. Itisa certain fact that 
no matter how much of other ore Chattanooga and 
other iron centers may have, they can’t get along 
without these brown hematites, a fact made more 
evident when I announce that thesejores have been 
shipped from Stegall for seven years, 

I have spoken thus early in this correspondence 
about the mineral deposits because about the first 
thing a man wants to know 
when he sees an announcement that town lots are 
to be sold is, “What have they to back them?’ 
Well, iron is notallthere is here. Some of the 
finest farming landsin the south are adjacent to 
Stegall, and one farmer alone, Colonel C. W. 
Jones, makes every year from 6,000 to 9,000 bushels 
of corn, and his yield averages forty bushels to the 
acre. There are 2,100 acres that will be sold next 
week, in addition to the town lots at Stegall, and 
I believe that every square yard of this land con- 
tains minerals of some kind andin inexhaustible 
quantities. In company with Mr. Dempsey this 
morning I walked all over theentire tract, and 
sawmore iron, manganese, marble, plumbago, 
kao ine, galena, gold, etc., than I ever saw in a 
simpilar scope of territory. During the earlier 
hours of my morning walk I visited a number of 
ore beds now being worked. In one placea score 
of men were workingin a brown hematite bank 
that had been worked for years, andI wastold that 
the ore was getting betterevery day. There are 
also large deposits of manganese, so essential in 
the manufacture of Bessemer steel. Thisis bein 
extenfiveily mined by private individuals, an 
they bave scarcely made a hole in the ground. 

Taking dinner with Colonel Jones, we started 
out again to see the deposits of kaolin, a fire-proof 
substance, used to make pottery, crockery and fire 
bricks. It is of rare quality, as white as 
snow, and said to be as fine asanyin America. It 
has been tested and pronounced a bonanza. A lit- 
tle further up the hill from the kaolin beds I saw 
the handsomest iron ore I ever looked on. ‘'It 
willrun, 'ssid a gentleman with me,‘‘not less than 
7> per cent of pure metallic iron, and 
biings tow £3 atonon the cars. Two hands intwo 
deve dug what yousee here, and it is worth $75.” 

} ollowing on down the road we crossed a field 
and went over to a mf], located on acreek which 
has been dammed against a solid rock wail. {Taere 
is 140 available horse power at the mill the year 
round, enough torun a large cotton or woolen 
mil), Near this poi t, one hundred 
and seventy feet high, is the 
old referyoir that was used by the Bartow Iron 
works, and from which overa mile of three inch 
pire is laid, and which will be used within twenty 
days again by parties who propose to wash down 
the iron ore instead of diggingit. The water is 
forced into the reservoir through a five inch pipe, 
and a fine turbine water wheel furnishes the pump- 
ing power. The gravity pressure is enough to force 
a three inch stream 100 feet high a mile away. 
This is one of the most valvable [points about the 
property. 

A short distance from this place, “y a quarter 
of a mile, I visited ‘he mountsin of plumbago or 
black lead, It has been tested and pronounced 
of finest quality. A man’s wonderment only in- 
creases when heconsiders thata little walk from 
the plumbago mountain brings him to another 
mountain of galena, containing 40 per cent of pure 
silver, according tothe report of an assay office, 
end 60 per cent Of lead. Then, too, there are 
thousancs of tons of black and variegated marble 
and limestone. I saw some of this marble polished 
and itmakes a first-rate mirror. The limestone is 
in sufficient quantities to furnish all the iron tus 
races that could Le built, 

I have ihus hurriedly run over a few of the na- 
turalresources in this section. The half has not 
been told, nor could it be short of a volume. 

In a later corres pondenee I shall go into some of 
Lhe analyses thst have been made, and also some 
important opinions that have been voluntarily 
given by experts who have seen these wonderful 
deposits,

industry here. About two hundred yards from the 


station, the Bartow Fruit and Wine company has

The qual- 
iiy of their wines is number one, and they guaran- 
tee that they contain no chemicals or, other adul- 
terative properties.

23, as contaipved in cirenlar No. 52, was 30 
amended as toallow railway companies to i=- 
pose such charges npon weights in excess of the 
marked cepacity of cars as will break up the 
custom of shippers overloading cars. 

The Cuvington and Macon, Midland railroad 
and several other lines were represented, but 
as these roads will be completed within a short 
while to certain points, the commissioners did 
not make tariffs for them. This they expect to 
do in a short while, 

A peculiar complaint came from Waycross. 
It is alleged by the complainant that the Sa- 
vannab, Florida and Western railroad is rnn- 
ning @ co-operative store at Waycross, thereby 
discriminating against local merchants. As 
tle evidence adduced was not 
evfficient to justify the commission in 
taking any decisive steps, action in the pre- 
mises was deferred until fuller information 
sha)l be placed in the commissioners’ possea- 
sicn.

The Proprietor of a Decatur Street Shooting Galery - 


Returos to Bis Place About Ten O’dlosk at 
Night—He and His Wife Quarrel-She 
Asserts That She Wil) Shoot Him. 


An exciting and thrilling play was presented 
last night about half past nine o’clock at 
Evans’ shooting gallery on the southwest corner.of 
Decatur and Loyd streets, in which Wm. Evansand 
Mrs. Evans assumed the leading roles. 

The two stars, however, received excellent sup- 
port from Patrolmen| Hudson and Ozburn. 

The gallery is one of the oldest in the city. The 
building is a small, half wood, half cotton cloth 
stiucture, but issuffieiently weather proof toprotect 
the inmates from rain, sun, heat and-cold. About 
half past pine o'clock Patrolman Ozburn was pass- 
ing slowly down Decatur street, and just as he 
reached the shooting gallery, Evans, the proprie- 
tor, entered the front from the sidewalk. The 
proprietor and the patrolman were sufliciently 
well acquainttéd to speak as they passed each oth- 
er—the one going into the gallery and the other 
moving on down the street. ‘tae = 

Just as Patrolman 'Ozburn stepped off the side- 
walk and started across Loyd street, he heard loud 
talking in the gallery. Instantly he suspected 
that Evans was quarreiing with some one, and turn- 
ipg around, the patrolman walked back, stopped in 
front of the gallery and lookedin. He could see 
no one inside but Evans and his wife, but the loud 
talking could still be heard. Thinking thatthe 
roan and wife were simply talking, the patrolman 
within that minute Evans 
and his wife began tuasiing., Patrolman Ozburn 
had no idea that they were angry, but presumed 
they were lg he owever, in less than a half 
minute Mrs. Evans broke away from her husband, 
who was sf fo to hold her, and snatching upa 
gun, began ioa ing it, at the same time saying:
